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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In paper no. 3, 
claims 5-9, 16 and 17 were allowed because the prior art did not disclose "a control system 
operating in response to a condition of the turbine generator, in combination also with a fuel cell, 
an electrical dissipation device, and dissipation device cooUng system." Applicant points out 
that claim 5 does not recite a fuel cell, while claim 16 does not recite a "separate control system". 
Thus, the reference to a fuel cell in claim 5 was incorrect, but the prior art still does not disclose 
the combination of a control system responsive to the condition of a turbine generator, with an 
electrical dissipation device, and dissipation device cooling system. While claim 16 does not 
recite a "separate control system", it recites the cooling system as providing "thermal control to 
the electrical dissipation device".
